This index is intended as a service to the readers of American-Arab Affairs in order to 
provide convenient access to the subject matter and writers found in the first 20 issues of 
the journal, from summer 1982 through spring 1987. It is a guide to the topics which 
government officials, politicians, policy analysts, scholars, journalists and business leaders 
were thinking and writing about during the period bounded by the Israeli invasion of 
Lebanon and the Palestinian uprising. 

The articles, book reviews and documents are already listed elsewhere, of course, in the 
various political-science indexes and data bases found in most libraries (see list, preceding 
page, top right column). Now the reader has available, separately bound for easy 
identification and handling, a comprehensive alphabetical arrangement by subject and 
author of the material published over the first five years of American-Arab Affairs. 

Subscribers and institutions that have a complete set of the journal on their shelves will 
find this index particularly valuable. As many back issues are no longer available, those 
wishing to complete their holdings of the journal may contact the William S. Hein Company 
of Buffalo, NY, for bound volumes: four issues to a volume of 1-4 and 5-8, two issues to a 
volume thereafter. ;

INSTRUCTIONS FOR USE 


Subjects and authors are listed together ai, -habetically. The numbers following an entry 
refer to the issue and the page. For example, 12/38 means issue 12, page 38. Under each 
subject listing, the articles (in quotation marks) are first, the book reviews (book title in 
italics) second and the documents (in quotes) last. Within each category—articles, book 
reviews or documents—the references are chronological: 6/75 (issue 6, page 75) precedes 
10/12 (issue 10, page 12). 

The books reviewed in the journal are listed by author, subject and reviewer. For 
example, Edward Said’s Covering Islam is listed under Said, under Islam and media, and 
under Cathell (the reviewer). The most complete listing is under the author’s last name. 

Documents are listed by type as well as by subject. For example, under the subject of 
U.N. Security Council Resolutions are found the locations of the specific resolutions, listed 
chronologically according to when they were reprinted in the journal. They are also listed 
by subject. Under Palestinians, for example, are found the relevant U.N. resolutions which 
have been published in the journal. 
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
